Democracy for Peace 

Democracy and peace are, in more manners 
than one, synonymous. The democratic way 
of life is a way of life designed for a nation 
or a world at peace. It is, within itself, predi- 
cated upon peace and upon kindly and good 
neighborly relationships between one man and 
another, one nation and another. 

It is good that it should be so. It is in- 
evitable that it should be so for, after all, the 
most perfect democracy, for the individual, 
is found in the teachings of the New Testa- 
ment. The Man of Peace who walked along 
the shores of Galilee was the greatest teacher 
of peace and of democracy, too, the world has 
ever known. There is no greater expression 
of the democratic ideal than the precept, “do 
unto others as ye would others should do unto 
you.” 

But democracy is unfitted for the stern 
problems and tasks of war. 

The greatest democracies the world has 
ever known have always laid aside, when forced 
into war, their democratic methods. They 
have adopted the methods of autocracy, for 
the duration of the war, because necessity has 
impelled. 

There is, in all the world today, no more 
democratic organization than the American 
Legion. Yet it is composed of men who, when 
the United States had to go to war, willingly 
submitted to the rigorous rule of the army, 
obeying orders without question and becoming, 
for the time being, mere uniformed units in 
an army that succeeded only because of dis- 
cipline that made every man in it obedient 
to every official order. , 

Hitler gained the jump on all the world be- 
cause he actually put Germany into war years 
before any other nation. Through all the 
years that Germany was creating her war 
machine, building her equipment, regimenting 
her population and suppressing, through con- 
centration camp and firing squad, all recal- 
citrant ones within her population, she was 
actually on a war footing. 

Today, voluntarily, the people of Britain 
have, to all intent, submitted themselves to 
an autocracy. The Churchill government has 
only to request of parliament, or, under the 
broad powers given it, command, to use any 
human or material asset it desires for the 
prosecution of the war. 

Today, in the United States, despite the 
fearful threat that hangs over this country 
should Britain fall, we witness the slow, lum- 
bering, inefficient efforts to prepare for de- 
fense, under the democratic system. 

It is, of course, good that we cling to our 
democratic ideals. But, unless some method 
is found to speed the democratic process, the 
day is coming when we won’t have a democ- 
racy to defend. | 

It will have been destroyed by that awful 

_force which, under war conditions, has been 
preparing for its present brutal onslaught 
against all democracy, for six years. We have 
only months to get ready to defend, while the 
possible foe has had years to prepare its at- 
tack.

Cheap Invective 

Two dabblers in invective clashed on the 
floor of the senate this week, and the result 
was one of the cheapest verbal battles ever 
seen on the floor of what has been called the 
most exclusive gentlemen’s club in the world. 

The name-calling was worthy of the par- 
ticipants, one a lame duck disavowed by his 
own party, Rush Holt, the other a chronic and 
petulant rabble-rouser, Sherman Minton. The 
net effect of the clash—over conscription— 
must therefore be entirely discounted, as it 
must have been by the members who heard 
the outburst, more reminiscent of a corner 
saloon than the halls of legislative debate. 

In a day in which democracy is on trial, it 
is unseemly that two such characters be per- 
mitted to indulge in rabid name-calling in the 
highest chamber of democracy. It should be 
the duty of the senate to discipline Holt and 
Minton and, if necessary, muzzle them when 
the sum total of their contribution to the de- 
bate is a Muddying of the waters of a fateful 
measure. lea 

Whether conscription is voted or not, the 
debate is probably more important to the wel- 
fare of the nation than any since the declara- 
tion of war against Germany in 1917. It prob- 
ably will decide whether the United States 
will be attacked in the near future, or whether 
the nation will be so strong that attack will 
be impossible. At such a time, when emotions 
are running high, a measure of imposed si- 
lence would be the better part of wisdom. 


Philatelic Dilemma 
H. FE. Rhoads, of San Diego, Cal., recently 
wrote to Postmaster General Farley and there- 
by really started something. His letter has 
pitched the Post Office Department onto the 


uncomfortable horns of a dilemma. 


Rhoads wrote that no American flag has 
ever waved on an American stamp. In these 
days, when patriotism is a thing greatly to be 
desired, Rhoads pointed out that something 
should be done about this. 

The Post Office Department, which has 
featured virtually everything on its stamps— 
from a cow to Whistler’s mother—has ad- 
mitted it is stuck with this problem involv- 
ing philatelists, patriotism and Old Glory. 
For investigation disclosed Rhoads was sub- 
stantially correct. It was found that a few 
flags have appeared insignificantly since 1869, 
but never has one been featured on a stamp. 

Everyone, especially philatelists, seemed to 


think it would be a good idea to feature the - 


flag. 

Then obstacles cropped up. For instance, 
it was pointed out that the flag is a patriotic 
symbol and, as the centerpiece of a postage 
stamp, it would take a national licking; holes 
would be punched in it by cancelling ma- 
chines; it would be spotted with ink and the 
names of cities; soiled hands would dull its 
+rightness. Even worse, as the adornment of 
an old envelope, it might be tossed into the 
wastebasket. Or would all the old envelopes 
bearing flag stamps have to be preserved? 

The thought was rather frightening to the 
Post Office Department. So the department, 
like Uncle Remus’ Tar Baby, “ain’t sayin’ 
nothin’ ” one way or the other—for the present.

| THE CAPITAL. PARADE

PLANE SLOW-DOWN WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—Even with 


the strongest backing and wisest man- 
agement in the world, there are certain problems which the de- 
fense commission cannot solve at once. It is stupid to blame William 
S. Knudsen, Edward R. Stettinius and their colleagues for failing 
to achieve the impossible. But it is even more stupid to assume, 
because the defense program is going forward as rapidly as circum- 
stances permit, that this gives real assurance of security in a hor- 
ribly insecure world. 

The aircraft orders are a striking case in point. If England goes 
under, the English navy will no longer hold the Atlantic. The 
American navy is inadequate for service in both oceans, and a two- 
ocean navy will take years to build. Thus the air arm has an im- 
mensely important assignment in the hemisphere defense plans now 
being perfected at the War and Navy departments. 

To carry out its assignment, the air arm. will require bases in 
strategic hemisphere areas, which are matters for negotiation with 
other nations in the hemisphere. And it will require more planes 
and men, which must be obtained under the defense program. 

Because such huge appropriations have been requested, it is 
generally supposed that the planes and men will be ready when the 
time comes. Actually, however, this may well not be so.. The navy 
has already been given $206,000,000 in appropriations and authori- 
zation for plane construction. The army has been voted $448,000,000. 
In the deficiency bill pending before the senate, the navy has an 
additional $500,000,000, while the army has $1,500,000,000. The total 
is $2,654,000,000, but the total is meaningless so long as the money 
is not being spent. As yet army and navy plane contracts signed 
and under construction amount to only about $150,000,000. And all 
officials concerned admit it will take months before contracts can 
be signed for the entire $2,654,000,000. 


THE TAX OBSTACLES With considerably less than a tenth of 


the plane program in the construction 
stage, the natural impulse is to talk bitterly of “programs on paper,” 
and to blame the defense commission. The commission deserves 
no blame, however. In the first place, the army, navy and plane 
manufacturers are short of the personnel needed to arrange such 
huge contracts in a short space of time. In the second, the existing 
tax = make it almost impossible for the contracts to be placed 
at all. 

The tax laws present two obstacles to the plane program. The 
first is the amendment to the Vinson-Trammell act, recently slipped 
through by Senator David I. Walsh, reducing air manufacturers’ 
maximum profits from 12 to 8 per cent. The amendment deals with 
gross profits. In terms of net profits, it reduces the amount a manu- 
facturer can hope to make to about 5 per cent. It was offered just 
in time to upset the first month’s negotiations between the govern- 
ment and the manufacturers. It prevents many manufacturers from 
getting their orders filled by sub-contractors who prefer to work 
on other orders not affected by the profit limitation. 

Yet it is regarded as a much less serious hurdle than the de- 
preciation rules in the corporate income tax law. 

Leaving out the technicalities, the corporate income tax law is 
now so written that a manufacturer who builds a new plant to 
execute an emergency order may find himself paying heavy taxes 
on the plant long after the emergency has passed and the plant has 
become idle. 


MONEY WON’T BUY IT The President, the Treasury and 


the defense commission joined to 
ask congress to remove these tax obstacles. The tax amendments 
were included in the general excess profits tax bill. Thus the manu- 
facturers have had to wait until this big measure eould be acted 
upon. In an effort to hurry matters along, Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry Morgenthau Jr. called a meeting of congressional leaders 
and officials interested in the defense program last Monday. An 
agreement was reached to act on the tax bill as rapidly as possible. 
Yet, even if prompt action follows, much precious time has already 
been wasted. 

Furthermore, the training of pilots is just as important as the 
building of planes, and is going just as slowly. The navy, for ex- 
ample, has only managed to date to increase the intake of the 
Pensacola training school to 150 student pilots a month. Two or 
three other centers of pilot training will come into operation in 
the autumn and winter, but the navy’s biggest new training school 
at Corpus Christi, Texas, will not be completed until next spring. 
Thus the air situation again proves the doctrine that security can

There are many different types of games. Some fre “high- 
breakers.” who explode into the air and strike at theif foe from 
above. Some are “shufflers,” who go in low and brace ;with their 
tails and rip upward with their gaffs flying so fast the eye cannot 
follow the motion and only the fastest camera can catchy it. 

The high-breaker must kill quickly, preferably with one blow. 
The shuffler does his work by striking many times tn lightning 
Each is “heeled” differently. The high-breaker wears a 


sequence. The shuffler wears a straight 


curved gaff that strikes and hangs. 
gaff that goes in and out. 

The fights in the Georgia back-country, deep in the woods under 
the open sheds, are probably the cruelest in the world, though the 
chicken men will argue that there’s no cruelty involved. The game, 
thev say. is born to fight and has no sense of pain. Whatever the 
truth of that. it’s a bloody sport. -American cocks wear the needle- 
point gaff. Mexican cocks wear slashers, or tiny little steel knives, 
sharp as razor blades, strapped to their legs. 

In South America they fight with natural spurs and rarely kill 
each other. The fight is stopped when the odds are 20-1 against 
one game and there are no takers. 


TWENTY Cocks sometimes win as many as 20 
ee fights before they start to slow up. 


They are taken up then and don’t go back to the pits. They are 
used for breeding and their names become legendary wherever 
chickens are fought. = 

Cock fighters comé from all walks of life. One of Georgia’s most 
famous breeders is a staunch deacon in the church. He never fights 
his chickens, but the breed he worked out by a careful blending of 
fighting strains is known all over North America. é 

The cock-fight crowds make a strange picture. There are men 
there with white piping on their vests. There are men there in 
overalls. Cock fighting, our friend says, has always been this way. 
King and peasant alike enjoyed it in the olden times, and high and 
low in the economic scale attend today. 


The first big fight of a new season is held on Thanksgiving Day. | 


The Fourth of July fights end the year and the surviving .cocks go 
on the walks for the summer. 

They don’t do any amateur fighting on the walk. The owners 
see to that. The first thing they do is buy the farmer’s cold-strain 
chicken and wring its neck. The cold-strain rooster fights with his 
bill. The game fights with his spurs. A cold-strain rooster, heavier 
and stronger, will often kill a game by wearing him down and 
bludgeoning him to death with his bill. Put the gaffs on them both, 
though, and the barnyard rooster will run. He can't stand the 
touch of the steel. The game doesn’t fear it. 

Anybody who has come along. this far looking for a point in all 
this, is bound to be disappointed. There is‘none. And no moral. 

We just thought, with most of the world battling like cocks in 
a pit, it might be a fairly interesting side glance into one widely 
followed American sport, if you can call it that, which never gets 
into the papers.

All of us know that we have been asleep on the job—that we 
have solved our problems by kidding ourselves—that we have 
escaped dangers by wishful thinking or by deliberately remaining 
ignorant, 

And now we face the unpleasant business of growing up quickly 
—provided we really believe in democracy and wish to preserve it. 

Of course there must be a leader or head man in every enter- 
prise or organization. The question is whether he shall do the will 
of the people or make his own will supreme, and the answer de- 
pends upon the spirit of the people—whether they have the desire 
and the ability to be independent and self-reliant. 

In 1933, frightened people hailed Roosevelt as a deliverer. He 
seemed to say to them: “I am strong and unafraid. Lay your heads 
on my shoulder and quit worrying.” 

This year, facing gfeater dangers, people clamored for Willkie 
at Philadelphia and others clamored for Roosevelt at Chicago, and 
in each case they did it because they saw in the party: no other 
man who seemed capable of carrying the load. 

Demanding a strong leader is natural and right, but if people 
demand him because they want somebody else to carry a!) the load 
and do all the thinking and worrying, they are asking for an end 
of democracy. 

Democracy has always been a snap. We have enjoyed freedom 
without paying for it. But now we must prove ourselves capable 
and worthy to be free, or invite some strong man to do our thinking 
forever hereafter.

BUCHAREST, Rumania, Aug. 7.

‘The 
British admiralty was interested 
in the structure of German mines. 
In order to get some to study, it 
announced a reward of 100 pounds 
sterling to be paid to anyone who 
would find and report a German 
‘mine which had broken from its 
moorings and washed up on the 
beach withoeut exploding. 

Whereupon Lord Haw-Haw— 
who broadcasts from Berlin to 
the British people in English— 
really cut loose. And the uncom- 
fortable thing about it was that 
he was partly right. 

Morale Corrupted. 

This incident showed, Lord 
Haw-Haw said, that England was 
a fat, pulpy, greasy old money- 
bag, sunk in sloth- and with the 
morale of her people completely 
corrupted by slimy commercial- 
ism so that the nation had lost its 
soul. 

Here were the British ruling 
classes, he said, offering their peo- 
ple a reward for something that 
any German would instantly do 
as a patriotic service to his coun- 
try, without thought of pay. The 
British ruling classes, he conclud- 
ed,, thought they could buy their 
way out of everything. And may- 
be they could, so far as other Eng- 
lishmen were concerned. But 
dealing with Nazis, said Lord 
Haw-Haw, was going to be dif- 
ferent. 

Now if we are going to defend 
this hemisphere, America may 
need a million trained men and 
half a dozen tank divisions. At 
present we have about two tank 
regiments. Of course, if England 
wins the war, we may never need 
them. But if England goes down 
this fall or winter, we will need 
them desperately next spring.

So if you are settled comfortably

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Dekalb Valuations 
Gain $2,579,145 


Tax valuations in DeKalb 
county show a $2,579,145 increase 
over the 1939 digest, according to 
a report yesterday by W. H. Bond, 
assistant tax commissioner. 

The digest discloses a 1940 ag- 
gregate assessment of $39,251,240 
as compared to a 1939 total of 
$36.672.095.

was right. As time went on, a great majority of people in this 
country decided, for one reason or another, that prohibition was not 
the right way to attack an evil which all of us recognized must be 
fought. 

The selective draft probably will pass and registration will take 
place. There may be many parts of the bill which time will prove 
to be wrong from various aspects, and many people will disapprove 
of them and want them changed. Personally, I know nothing about 
the details of the bill» I approve of the principle of a selective 
draft. I think that conscientious objectors should be protected, but 
they should be required to work for the country’s good in ways 
which do not conflict with their religious béliefs. 


But-to put a man in jail, even when at war, if he has done noth- 
ing more than state that he does not beli¢ve in something, seems 
to me one of the regrettable actions we ought to guard against. 


Fear of our safety makes us do things sometimes in the name 
of patriotism which are extremely hard to.justify when one sits 
down quiétly to reason out certain circumstances and when the heat 
of controversy which excites people’s emotions has ceased to exist.
